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UNO students, administration 
react to Va. Tech shootings

UNO joined college campuses across the country in 
reacting with a range of emotions to Monday’s bloody 
shootings at the Virginia Polytechnical Institute. 

The attacks, the deadliest shootings in U.S. history, 
began around 7:15 a.m. at West Ambler Johnston Hall, 
a freshman dormitory at Virginia Tech. Two students, 
resident assistant Ryan Clark and his next-door neighbor, 
Emily Hilscher, were murdered by another student, Cho 
Seung-Hui. 

Police responded and began investing Hilscher’s 
boyfriend, Karl Thornhill, by 7:30 a.m. However, around 
9:15 a.m., Cho opened fire at an engineering complex 
across campus, Norris Hall. Police responded and 
discovered Cho dead along with several victims in a 
classroom on the second floor. In total, Cho took 32 lives, 
including those of four faculty members, in addition to 
his own. 

To learn more about what happened, some UNO 
students participated in a teleconference with Steve 
Biederman, a sophomore active with Campus Crusade 
for Christ at Virginia Tech. 

UNO alumnus Tyler Zach organized the event for 
Greek Endeavors, a UNO greek outreach organization 
affiliated with Campus Crusade for Christ. 

Zach said they began the meeting by telling the 
couple dozen.attendees about the shootings and breaking 
off into groups for discussion and initial reactions. A few 
attendees started to cry at the idea of losing friends and 
family. 

“Most people agreed they couldn’t picture 


something like this happening at UNO.” 

Biederman described what he had done that 
morning and how the tragedy affected him personally. 

“We started off in the morning, I was in class, and 
we just started hearing bang after bang through the 
wall,” Biederman said. “Our professor, he had no clue 
what was going on, so he let us out early. And yet we 
didn’t think anything was really wrong.” 

Biederman said the roommate of “a very good friend 
of mine” was killed in the shooting, and four members 
of his local Crusade group were also murdered. 

Sophomore computer science major David Pike 
described the mood as very somber and respectful while 
Biederman described his experience. 

“I think it was definitely very serious atmosphere 
while the phone call was going on,” Pike said. “When 
we did the interview, it was.good to hear something 
from someone who was actually there in person.” 

Pike said that he and others in attendance were 


moved by the “initial shock of the gravity of the 


situation” and had “a lot of respect for what's going

According to a report in the New York Times, universities 


in Oklahoma, Tennessee and Texas searched campuses _| 


or even cancelled classes on Tuesday over concerns 
about copycat incidents. 

Questions about security reached UNO, as some 
expressed concern over safety on campus. 


“Yesterday's tragedy reminds us that while college 


campuses are normally safe havens of teaching and

McKeagney. “One issue was faculty student 
ratios. We computed it differently and had 
to basically prove our point to them that 
everything was clear.” 

Currently the school’s ratio is one 
teacher to 13 students. To show that UNO’s 
constituents did know about the school’s 
work, Barron-McKeagney told the council 
about its different achievements, goals and 
objectives. 

The council was pleased with Barron- 
McKeagney’s report and restored UNO’s 
full accreditation until 2013, when it will be 
reevaluated. 

The school currently has 15 faculty 
members, 175 graduate students and about 
45 undergraduates. If the school had its 
accreditation revoked, those students would 
not be able to receive a degree. 

However, social work. major Amy 
West said if that happened, she would have 
transferred to a different university before she 
would change her major.

: Examining the titles of UNO’s 
has senior administrators, the word 
. ‘interim’ appears in front of several 
positions. And, while positions like 
chancellor and athletic director are 
being filled, one title will remain 
Richard Breaux an interim appointment for another 
year. 

Because of the difficulty of finding a permanent 
replacement, Peggy Jones, an assistant professor of 
Black Studies, was appointed the interim chairperson 
of the Department of Black Studies. 


Irs BEEN aaiwelneeredt . 
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Jones’ appointment takes effect Aug. 1. Until then, 
Richard Breaux will continue to serve as interim 
chairperson, a position he said is full of responsibility 
as “the public voice and face of the department.” 

The chairperson’s responsibilities also include 
being the “chief administrator in terms of localized 
faculty development, and helping along younger 
professors’ research agendas and develop courses,” 
said Breaux. 

The decision to appoint another interim chairperson 
came after two searches failed to produce a winner. 
“We had two committees, two searches. The first search 


~ came back, and we were told none of the people were 


qualified enough,” said Breaux. “We had a second 


search that brought a candidate on campus, and they 
interviewed him. They recommended to the dean they

be allowed to interview other candidates. [The] dean 
said, ‘No, we're going to go with an interim.” 

Dean of Arts and Sciences Shelton Hendricks said a 
permanent chairperson would be looked for after “two- 
to-three new faculty” are added to the department next 
year. While he said having only an interim chairperson 
does affect the department, “Both Richard [Breaux] and 
Eric [Manley] did an excellent job. Jones will too.” 

Eric Manley, currently the associate dean of 
the College of Arts and Sciences, served as interim 
chairperson the year before Breaux. 

Yusef Mustafa, a studio art and black studies major, 
said he was “happy to see” Jones as the next interim, 
saying she was a “fairly involved, caring instructor.” 

Breaux said he had turned in an application for the 
permanent position, but was informed he would not 
be contacted for an interview. And, while his term is 
nearing its end, Breaux said, “there are good days and 
bad days” as chairperson. 

“But, for the most part, it’s really been a learning 
experience,” Breaux said.

The UNO baseball team visited 
Duluth, Minn., earlier this week and 
came back to Omaha with twice as 
many road victories than they had all 
season. 

Winning three out of four games 
in Sunday and Monday doubleheaders 
against the Bulldogs moved UNO to 6-11 
in official road games, 20-16 overall, and

After the four-game stint, Coach 
Bob Herold was disappointed UNO's 
10-game winning streak against the 
perennial cellar-dwellers of the NCC 
had come to an end. 

“We probably should win, all four 
against those guys,” said Herold. “We're 
going to be looking back at some of 
these games at the end of the year and 
wonder what the heck happened.” 

The first game went exactly as 
Herold would have planned it. 

Maverick ace Tyler Cloyd, the 
conference’s best pitcher, put together 
another masterpiece on the mound. 
Cloyd went all seven innings, allowing

Cindy Collins, co-owner of the 
Reading Grounds bookstore, sat down 
with the Gateway to talk about Omaha’s 
locally-owned Midtown bookstore and 
its atmosphere. 


What is the history of the Reading 
Grounds? | 

We wanted to create something that 
we didn’t see in Omaha, especially in 
the Midtown area. We wanted to create 
a venue where people could come and 
socialize, and be themselves. A place 
that would attract independent thinkers. 
A place that would attract all kinds 
of people. We consider ourselves a 
general bookstore; we carry books in all 
categories: biography, political, poetry, 
general fiction. We do have a GLBT 
niche, and we wanted to have a place 
that GLBT people could be comfortable 
to come in here and not be judged. We 
are politically and socially minded. We 
don’t generate those kinds of things; we 
just support what the community wants. 
So we’ve got our coffee shop, and we’ve 
got books and a stage area, which is a 
great venue for all kinds of things. 


What kind of crowd do you usually 
see come into the Reading Grounds? 

Well, other bookstores will say ‘this is 
our demographic.’ Ours, in Midtown, it’s 
a very wide range. We can have people 
that are living in the neighborhood, 
people that just walk the streets and 
come in and want a cool place to sit. 
Then we have surgeons from the Med 
Center, we have a poetry crowd, we 
have students. So it’s a wide range of 
people. And that’s what we want to be. 
We want to be open to everyone. We 
don’t want someone to walk in and say 
‘This isn’t for me.’

back here, and we are so welcoming of 
everyone that they can just relax and 
be who they are. We also give them 
a 10 percent discount, but that’s not 
bribery! [laughs] We’ve got WiFi here; 
we just really recently did that. We 
attract students, I think, because we’re 
just so accepting of everyone, and I think 
students tend to think that way too; not 
necessarily judgmental of people. 


What is unique about the books 
you sell? 

We try to be affordable to the 
Midtown area and students. We usually 
have a $5 best-seller hardcover table 
going. We try to offer what students are 
looking for and what the neighborhood 
wants, and may not be what you find 
at the chain store or in West Omaha. 
Because we are independent, we can 
basically sell whatever we deem that 
our customers want. We can carry [what 
the customers want] because we don’t 
have a corporation telling us what we 
should buy and what we can’t carry or 
which authors we can have. Authors are 
attracted to independent bookstores like 
ours because we do really promote them 
and work with them. 


Why do people like going to the 
Reading Ground over the large chain 
bookstores? 

We support local talent. Other 
bookstores that maybe won’t carry work 
‘from local people, we carry that. We 
support local musicians, local artists, 
local writers and we want to give them a 
venue. Everybody starts out somewhere. 
We offer more variety of authors. People 
can just come in for open mic night, 
open poetry night. We also try to know 
our customers on a personal level. If you 
come in a couple of times we basically 
know what you like.
